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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Calendar year 1986 was a busy and productive year for the North 
Country Council as it continued to provide a wide range of assistance 
to towns and cities in the North Country. 


The Council is a regional non-profit, public agency chartered under 
NH RSA 36:45 and is responsible for providing its member com- 
munities assistance in local community planning, economic develop- 
ment, solid waste, transportation, and various other community 
services. Besides the direct assistance the Council provides each 
member community, it is an advocate for all North Country towns in 
legislative and funding issues at the state and federal governments. 


Growth and development is no longer unique to southern New 
Hampshire; North Country towns are experiencing similar growth 
pressures. The Council recognizes the impacts associated with this 
development to schools, roads, waste disposal, water, etc. The 
Council is dedicated to assisting town officials with these complicated 
issues. Because most of the Council member towns do not have a staff 
of their own to do the research, answer the questions and respond to 
incoming requests, the Council has revised the way we help member 
towns. Now, each town has a staff person assigned to assist the local 
officials of that town with their daily needs. In this way, the Council 
serves its membership more efficiently. 


In Dummer, the Council provided technical assistance to the 
Planning Board on Master Planning. 


Economic Development is an important part of the Council’s 
overall agency mission. This year the Council developed two mar- 
keting products: a regional brochure promoting the region and 
community profiles which the ten growth communities in the region 
are using to market their industrial development potential. The 
Council also produced a series of magazine advertisements, along 
with a display at the Eastern States Exposition, promoting the North 
Country as the sensible place to do business. The Council is now 
developing a workshop series on industrial development marketing 
for local officials in the region who are actively seeking economic 
development. 


This past summer the Council co-sponsored the very successful 
North Country legislative tour. Over 285 legislators and their guests 
toured the North Country getting a glimpse of the life, economy, and 
culture that makes our region unique. A follow-up legislative recep- 
tion was held in December to develop a legislative agenda for 1987. 
The tour and reception should have future beneficial legislative 
impact to the North Country. 
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The Council again provided information and guidance to several 
towns on federal and state grant and loan programs. This past year saw 
the Council administer over $3.0 million in Community Development 
Block Grant Funds. The funds cover such activities as housing 
rehabilitation, downtown revitalization, business revolving loan 
funds, and housing rehabilitation feasibility studies. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning 
and improvement in local land use controls. New state mandates and 
commercial and residential growth in several towns have created busy 
work loads for planning boards. The Council’s assistance takes many 
forms: regional workshops, newsletters, regulation review and up- 
date, and assistance on a regular or onetime basis for subdivision and 
site plan applications. 


The Council again co-sponsored the municipal Law Lecture series 
with the NH Municipal Association. The Law Lecture this year covered 
such topics as local planning board procedures, administration and 
enforcement of ordinances and review of recent court cases and state 
law changes regarding local land use planning. 


Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North 
Country towns in solving local and regional problems. We rely on and 
appreciate the involvement of town officials and residents and look 
forward to assisting your town this coming year.

MILAN HOME NURSING CENTER 
1986 


The Milan Home Nursing Center continues to service the Milan- 
Dummer community. Health care services are provided to residents in 
their homes and to homebound patients. An RN assesses the need for 
care, plans and implements delivery of care required, and evaluates 
the results of the care received. A total of 175 skilled visits were made. 
These visits included:

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Skilled nursing visits include such activities as patient assessment, 
dressing changes, injections, colostomy care, blood pressure check, 
health teaching, catheter changes, and blood work on homebound 
patients under orders from a physician. 


Although services are available to all age groups, the majority of 
clients are the elderly whose medical problems indicate a need for the 
agency service in your communities. A fee is requested for every visit 
made, determined on a sliding scale based on the patient’s income. No 
one is denied service if unable to pay. Newborn babies and mothers 
receive a free initial visit when a referral requesting an RN visit is 
singed by the mother prior to discharge from the hospital. 


A blood pressure clinic will be held yearly prior to the Town 
Meeting. There will be no charge, and all are welcome to participate. 
This year a total of 33 blood pressures were taken. Thanks are 
extended to Cora Sias who volunteered her assistance to the RN. 


An immunization clinic was not held because of small participation 
in the past few years. Many children are now going to Coos County 
Family Health Services in Berlin for immunizations as well as to private 
physicians with some insurance companies now paying for im- 
munizations. 


A pre-school vision and hearing clinic was held in September 
sponsored by the NH Division of Public Health Services. Three pre- 
school children attended with fifteen first graders. Thanks are 
extended to Sue Kelley, Pat Bennett, Marsha MacKinnon, Paulette 
Frechette, and Lucy Larrivee who volunteered their assistance. It is 
doubtful this clinic will be held in 1987 as Concord felt duplication of 
service to first graders was not needed as this service is provided by 
the School Nurse. There was little interest by pre-school children as 
many children now going to kindergarten in Berlin have hearing and 
vision tests done in Berlin. It is costly to the State to conduct a clinic 
for just a few children. 


In December, Lucy Larrivee resigned as secretary. Thanks are 
extended for her service. We welcome Diane Perreault as our new 
secretary. 


Home Health Aides or Homemakers are available through Andro- 
scoggin Valley Home Care Service if there is a need for this service. 
Milan Home Health Service Matching Funds are being held in escrow 
for this use. Fee guidlines have been established making the elderly 
eligible for this service if needed. 


Referrals for service are received from area physicians, hospitals, 
social service agencies, the community, and family members re- 
questing services for the elderly. Individuals from Milan-Dummer in 
need of service are welcome to call 449-3447 for information 
regarding services provided. 

New changes 
were implemented to update Milan Home Nursing Center. I look 
forward to 1987 and serving your people in your communities when 
there is a need for my services.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Dummer School District: 


Public education in this nation is facing a crisis. And that crisis can 
be defined in two words: teacher shortage. Public education will 
experience between now and 1992 a shortfall of approximately 
300,000 teachers. That shortfall is bound to be felt everywhere but 
substantially less so in those areas of our nation and those areas of our 
state that provide a wholesome environment for young families and 
who pay competitive salaries to attract new talent. The teacher 
shortage will also necessitate that those communities who have 
quality teachers will have to encourage them to remain. That can best 
be accomplished by supporting your local schools and teachers, by 
recognizing the contributions they are making to your children, by 
making them feel welcome in your community, and by recognizing 
and compensating them for their training and expertise. Teachers are 
part of our community and must be made to feel that they belong. You 
may ask, “What does this all mean to Dummer?” It means that Dummer 
and every community must continue to be a place where teachers and 
their families are made to feel welcome. It also means that there is a 
price to be paid and that the financial burden of keeping and attracting 
good teachers to Berlin will be shared by everyone.

DUMMER STUDY 


The Dummer School Board had undertaken this past year to survey 
the Dummer Community relative to the possibility of joining with 
Milan under an AREA Plan. The results of the survey indicated a great 
deal of interest on the part of Dummer people to join with Milan. A 
similar survey was also conducted in Milan and the results were 
similar. Meetings have since been held between the Milan & Dummer 
School Boards to pursue the matter further. It was the feeling of both 
Boards that there was enough interest to pursue the possibility to the 
next level. Both Milan and Dummer have since placed articles in each 
of their respective warrants to establish AREA Planning Committees to 
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make a study of the idea and report back to the people. Under 
consideration by the Committee would be two options: 1. an AREA 
Agreement covering grades 1-4 or 2. an AREA Agreement covering 
grades 1-6. 


In addition to pursuing an AREA Plan with Milan it will be necessary 
for Dummer to amend its present Agreement with Berlin. The current 
Agreement will be able to be amended without financial penalty to 
Dummer after June 30, 1990. This would require that an AREA Review 
Committee be formed in the spring of 1989 with the final decision 
being left with the people at the Annual Meeting in March of 1990. 


SCHOOL WARRANT 


The School warrant for the 1987 Annual Meeting contains several 
articles which need the attention of the voters. The first is Article 4. 
This article would authorize the formation of an AREA Committee to 
study the possibility of joining with Milan under a long term tuition 
contract after 1990. Though this article does not commit Dummer to 
anything it does begin a process which will need to be completed 
before the next step can be taken. 


Before an agreement with Milan can be approved, if and when the 
voters choose to do so, an AREA Review Committee will have to be 
formed to amend the current Agreement with Berlin. The formation 
of such a Committee will not be done until the Annual Meeting in 
March of 1989. Assuming agreement could be reached, Milan and 
Dummer would be willing to form an AREA, and Berlin & Dummer 
would be willing to amend the present AREA then both decisions 
would be placed before the voters in March of 1990. 


The important step at this point is to form an AREA Planning 
Committee to begin the study with Milan. 


A second article, Article 6, requests the appropriation of $4,500 asa 
deficit appropriation to cover the tuition obligations of the district in 
the regular and special education area. The deficit would have been 
greater than predicted had we not been able to make reductions in 
other areas of the budget. 


The third article, Article 7, requests the authorization of the district 
to enter into a three (3) year transportation contract with Tankard, 
Inc. The present contract expires in June of 1987. It goes without 
saying that some kind of arrangement is needed if we are to provide 
the transportation for our children. 


All the remaining articles are standard articles that we use from year 
to year. Should you have any questions on any article not mentioned in 
this report feel free to raise your questions at the Annual Meeting. 
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BUDGET 


The budget for 1987-88 shows an increase of $12,024.00 or 8.1% on 
the gross side and $21,588.00 or 20.6% on the net side. Using either 
set of figures and the end result is the same, a tax increase for 1987. 


The major increases for 1987-88 may be found mainly in two areas: 
1. the regular tuition budget which shows an increase of ap- 
proximately $7,000 and 2. the special education tuition budget which 
shows an increase of approximately $5,000. Other increases of smaller 
amounts may be found in the SA.U. account (+$322.00) and 
transportation account (+$441.00). There is one decrease to be found 
i.e. in the school board budget (-$564.00). 


The tax increase predicted for 1987 is due mainly to three reasons: 
1. the June 30 balance for 1986 was $7,234.00 but for 1987 will be 
$.00, 2. tuition costs are up by approximately $12,000 over 1986, and 
3. a deficit is expected for FY 1987 in the amount of $4,500.00. 
Combined, the three result in a tax increase in the area of 20% over 
1986. 


SUMMARY 


In Dummer we are at the threshold of change. The community is 
beginning to feel the pressure of land speculators. Growth is just 
around the corner. A long term relationship with Milan may well be in 
the future. When all these factors are considered there is little doubt 
the future will not be the same as the past. What one must remember, 
however, is that it is critical that we be in the position to control 
change, not just react to it.

ARTICLE 6: To see if the District will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $148,027.00 for the support of schools, 
for the payment of salaries of school district officials and agents, 
and for the payment of the statutory obligations of the District. 


Motion was made and seconded. It was so voted. 


ARTICLE 7: It was moved and seconded that the District 
observe a moment of silent prayer in memory of the tragic death 
of Christa McAuliffe and that it enter into the record of this 
meeting the District's deep sense of pride in her accomplish- 
ments. Christa McAuliffe epitomizes the best qualities of those 
who teach our children. She will be remembered, historically, for 
her role in the space program but more importantly she will live 
in the minds and lives of our children. A moment of silent prayer 
was observed after which a motion was made to adjourn this 
meeting.
